remember the classic animated 
short Visit Our Snackbar. Who 
could forget that dancing popcorn, 
that soft-shoeing soda pop, and 
that hot dog who did back flips? 
They were cheerful without being 
cloying, wholesome without being 
maudlin... and oh-so delicious! 
But whatever became of these tal- 
ented foodstuffs? Like most where- 
are-they-now stories, the answer is 
sadly more tragic than we'd wish. 
For a while, the dancing popcorns 
— de facto stars of Visit Our 
Snackbar — were a hot property in 
Hollywood. Critics compared their 
smouldering intensity with that of 
Paul Newman, another rising star 
of the era. However, this promising 
start was squandered by bad man- 
agement. 

After foolishly turning down the 

lead in Doctor Zhivago (original 
title: Doctor and Mister Popeorn), 


f you went to drive-in movies in 


the dancing popcorns starred in a 
disappointing series of flops, 
including Popcorn of Doom (1965), 
Butter Me! (1966), and Dial “P" for 
Popcorn (1968). In 1970, the pop- 
corns tried to recapture their early 
success by doing a remake of Visit 
Our Snackbar. However, the new 
version, entitled Don’t Visit Our 
Snackbar, was a flop with drive-in 
owners. It effectively ended their 
film careers. 

Unable to get movie work, the 
dancing popcorns drifted for a 
while, eventually finding employ- 
ment on the dinner theatre circuit. 
In 1986, while appearing in a pro- 
duction of Same Time Next Year, 


the popcorns where tragically acci- 
dentally eaten by Loretta Swit. 

The soda pop brothers, who 
delighted drive-in audiences with 
their soft-shoe and their willing- 
ness to stick straws in their own 
heads, had a happier fate. 
Following the release of Visit Our 
Snackbar they become popular 
character actors, making a series 
of TV guest appearances through- 
out the 1970s. (Most notably, the 
elder of the two, Clive, had a semi- 
recurring role in Quincy, where he 
portrayed part of Sam’s lunch.) The 
brothers quit show business in 
1981, but still lead active lives. 
Clive is an outspoken advocate for 
the environmental movement, 
while his younger brother Nick 
now sits as the senator for 
Wyoming.

health minister to approve such contracts even if there 
are “intangible” benefits. 

Hmmm. Maybe those intangibles include hefty cam- 
paign donations. 

Private involvement in a publicly insured health sys- 
tem may work. Unfortunately, the Klein government's 
experiment has been driven more by industry than by 
government and is clearly more cencerned with profit 
than it is with patients. The waters have been tainted. 
It’s no wonder both sides of the political spectrum find 
Bill 11 distasteful.

hristine Daily is frustrated. The 22- 
year-old gymnast has had to alter her 
routine because male bodybuilders 


“left little pools of sweat and grease on 


stage. She'd been having second thoughts 
about the whole thing anyway, finding the 
idea of being judged on the look of her 
body distasteful. Backstage, after per- 
forming her routine, she vents. 

“It’s a lot of work and it’s a lot of pres- 
sure,” she says. “It’s a lot of work for very 
little reward.” 

At a competing form of 5-foot-1 and 98 
pounds., Daily isn’t sure that what she is 
doing — competing in the Miss Fitness 

category of the Muscle Beach Body 
Building Classic — is socially or morally 
responsible. 

“This isn’t ideal,” she says, indicating 
her own lithe body. “No guy should 
expect a girl to look like this, it isn’t fair. 
But with magazines and publicity, they 

do. Maybe I’m perpetuating the myth. 
This isn’t a good image to put out to 
women, even to my younger sister, 
who's bigger than me.” 
“Miss Fitness’ isn’t ‘Miss 
Healthy,” she adds, A program 
co-ordinator and fitness consul- 
tant at Caigary’s Club 32 fit- 
ness centre, Daily tells the 
story of her first such compe- 
tition, in Halifax, where she 
attended university and 
studied kineseology.

“It's easy to get a 
sense that there are no real issues 
to be addressed, other than 
taxes.” 

Across the country, gay 
activists are decrying the 
Alliance’s so-called Agenda of 
Respect as a smoke screen to 
obscure a homophobic agenda 
behind a cloud of conciliatory 
language. According to Julie 
Lloyd, a local lawyer and one of 
the brochure's authors, Day’s 
record of trying to roll back the 
clock on gay issues while in the 
provincial cabinet is “frighten- 
ing,” and no one should be fooled 
by his toned-down rhetoric dur- 
ing the federal campaign. Two 
years ago he led the province’s 
fight to keep sexual orientation 
out of the provinee’s Human 
Rights Code. When he was minis- 
ter of child welfare, he worked to 
forbid gay couples from becom- 
ing foster parents. As the MLA for 
Red Deer North, he tried to 
revoke public funding for a muse- 
um exhibit on the gay experience 
in central Alberta.

In regard to the election cam- 
paign, Martin suggests Alliance 
leader Stockwell Day’s anemic 
campaign is no match for the 
pugilistic Liberal machine. 

“Day has the ball in his court but 
doesn’t know what to do with it,” 
he opines.

Case’s first release for Vanguard 
was the bare bones effort Peter 
Case Sings Like Hell. \t was his 
roots round-up, as he passionately 
dove into tunes by the likes of 
Blind Lemon Jefferson, Arthur 
Crudup and Jesse Winchester. 

His last three discs for Vanguard 
have been menageries of his own 
tunes, the latest being an 11l-song 
set titled Flying Saucer Blues.

The Indigo Web site at indigo.ca 
touts the store as “the first 
Canadian large-format book store 


to offer thousands of CDs especial- 
ly selected for book-lovers. 
Listening posts and special guest 
appearances are all part of the 
Indigo experience.” 

Aide is in charge of slotting 
these “guest appearances” and tak- 
ing artist CDs in on a consignment 
basis. He knows the ropes first- 
hand, as he was just actively 
involved in the production of the 
indie CDs of his current band, 
Feast. 

“I think the package we offer is 
very good,” maintains Aide. “For a 
new release, we put them on our 
Indigo picks — what that entails, 
they end up being featured on our 
end-caps (the display spot at the 
end of the fixtures). Indigo also 
takes out an ad in The Globe and 
Mail for one month under Indigo 
picks, which includes two in-store 
performances, signage . . . people 
from marketing really work with 
the artist.” 

Indigo Books, Music and More is 
the brainchild of Heather Reisman, 
who was the pilot of Cott 
Corporation’s rocket to success. 
The Canadian-based soft drink 
manufacturer grew from a small 
regional private label pop compa- 
ny to become the largest supplier 
of quality retailer-branded bever- 
ages in the world.

The moment I 
started to walk down the streets I 
could really understand what my 
friends meant. The curbs of the 
streets and posts were painted in 
the Unionist colours — blue, white 
and red. 

Murals on the sides of buildings 
praising the glory of William of 
Orange or offering support and 
encouragement to the UVF (Ulster 
Volunteer Force), a paramilitary 
group that started up against the 
home rule Republican movement. 
UVF soldiers, often portrayed in

render.”

he opening of the Tim Robbins 
T escecunenar Bob Roberts 

features a long hand-held shot 
of Robbins, as the shrewd politi- 
cian Roberts, walking among well- 
wishers, up to the wings of a stage, 
then out onto that stage. 

The scene looks suspiciously 
like one from the 1960 documen- 
tary Primary, featuring a shrewd 
politician named John F. Kennedy. 
Armed with then-new cameras 
enabling hand-held shots and syn- 
chronized sound, the crew cap- 
tured a 35-second shot following 
JFK as he walked through a room 
of admirers, up a stairway, up to 
the wings of a stage, then out onto 
that stage and up to a microphone. 

The similarities are laid bare in 
Peter Wintonick’s Cinema Verité: 
Defining the Moment, a documen- 
tary about documentaries that 
neatly illustrates the evolution of 
the form, from staid and staged to 
immediate and real. Cinema 
Verité names a movement among 
documentary filmmakers that is 
the celluloid equivalent of the New 
Journalism. In the process, it 
shows us how modern documen- 
tary techniques have found their 
way into feature films. To drive the 
point home, Wintonick interviews 
Blair Witch Project producers 
Greg Hale and Robin Cowie, 
whose famous feature relied 
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Cinema Verite: Defining 
the Moment

entirely upon a documentary style. 

Cinema Verité owes much of its 
popularity to technological 
advances. Pioneers of the genre 
explain that, in the old days, cam- 
eras were mounted on tripods, and 
a station wagon full of batteries 
powered the whole operation. But 
it was the drive of reporters and 
photographers to more accurately 
capture their subjects that really 
made things happen. 

The revolution was global and 
Wintonick brings us face to face 
with those innovators, like Karel 
Reisz, who headed the UK’s Free 
Cinema movement, filming every- 
thing from inner-city cricket 
matches to London’s club scene. 

In France, documentary film- 
maker Jean Rouce borrowed the 
talents and tools offered by the 
NFB’s Michel Brault, who provid- 
ed clip-on mics and 10-mm lenses.

“There isn’t a pre- 
dictability to this movie. The intent 
is to make a living document, an 
open text, it depends on what 
[viewers] bring to the film.” 

The audience, upon viewing the 
film, is able to put together mean- 
ing from the various images, music 
and text according to what strikes 
the individual, because each ele- 
ment is given an equivalent weight;
